They implement an order issued by the U.S. Nuclear Regulatory Commission requiring licensees
to tighten security controls and add fingerprinting requirements for individuals who are alowed unrestricted
access to certain quantities of radioactive materials of concern.

It ismy view that the Board of Health, contingent on approva by the Governor, haslegd authority to
promulgate the proposed amendments to the Virginia Radiation Protection Regulations pursuant to Code of
Virginia § 32.1-229.
